have been crippled somewhat for want 
of help. They further stale that they 
do not intend to grant the demands of 
the men, even if it becomes necessary 
to shut do'.vi! the ::;il!s. 


One machine was reported to be run- 


ning at Biron and two at Nekoosa, but 
nothing authentic can be said on the 
matter, as all the mills arc guarded 
against outsiders entering, and those 
connected with the institutions do not 
give out :my information. 


What men have been interviewed on 


the matter seem to be as set in the 
matter as the mill men can possibly 
be. They say that unless the matter 
is settled promptly thev will look up 
other work, as they feel that the mat- 
ter is one in which they should have 
their way. 


The fac.t is to oe deplored that the 


men and their managers cannot come 
to some agreement on the matter, as 
whether the mills partially run or lie 
idle a great deal of damage will result 
to the people at large. It would seem 
that each side might meet the other 
half way and thus bow gracefully to 
the inevitable and save a sure defeat 
for one side or the other.

chief struggle was over an amendnient 
to prohibit the employment of Chinese 
Bailors on American ships.

nient covering this proposition was tit 
first ruled out on a point of order, but 
subsequently wns modified to evade tlie 
ruling and wan adopted, 100 to 74. The 
original amendment on this point made it 
punishable by a line not exceeding IJIiQOO 
for the master of a vessel noldiug an 
American register to employ any Chinese 
person not entitled .to admission to the 
United States.

ship, tor a voyage terminating at an 
American port to employ Chinese sail- 
ors.

ENTERS BEET SUGAR FIELD. 


Washington. O. C., April S.—Gen. 


MacArth-.ir today continued his testimouy 
concerning conditions in the Philippine 
archipehigo In-fore the Senate committee 
en the I'liilippiiics. His discussion at the 
beginning of the session was devoted to a 
review of the conditions which led up to 
the present state of mind of the Filipino 
people. He said that long before the ad- 
vent of the Americans the germs of de- 
mocracy had l>een planted and that these 
had originated in the agitations iu Spain 
of a century ago, which had been reilccl- 
ed iu the Spanish colonies. 


He 'also'described the conditions iu the 


archipelago at the time of the American 
occupation, saying that at that time the 
I'ilipinos were in a vindictive and resent- 
ful mood toward Spain with a general 
yearning for liberty. Taking these .psy- 
chological conditions into jicconnt and 
also giving due heed to the character of 
the people, he had felt when he assumed 
command of the islands that there was to 
be found the most fertile soil for the 
planting of the best type of republican 
institutions. 


(ieu. 
MacArthnr then look up and dis- 


cussed economic conditions in the archi- 
pelago, saying that they are the finest 
group of islands in the world, occupying 
a strntcgie position absolutely unexcelled. 


Continuing he said Unit the archipelago 


must tiecesEiirily e.vert an active and \*>- 
tential influence upon the affairs of tin- 
entire Ktist in both a political and a mili- 
tary way. Hence be concluded that our 
iircsoncc in the Philippines will always 
insure all ihe protection we need in the 
Hast; and no one can now Bay how great 
i hose needs may lie. He believed, lie 
added, thnl when the 1'hilippino people 
come to realize the purpose of the Amer- 
ican people among tnem and that. Ihey 
were a chosen people for the disseminna- 
tion of American ideas, Ihey will rally lo 
this inspiring thought and cheerfully fol- 
low and support the American Hag. 


Our presence ill the islands was to his 


mind a process of spontaneous evolution, 
and he added that he believed tbe per- 
manent oecupaiion was a necessary con- 
seiiueuce, tlie logical sequence of our na- 
tional prosperity to doubt which was to 
doubt tbe wisdom of our institutions.

Over tlie Secil Corn. 


When it B considered that corn is one 


of the easiest crops to grow on soil 
that is fairly good and that !t will re- 
spond liberally to good cultivation and 
to enrichment of the soil, one ought to 
be willing to go to some trouble and 
expense to have the seed corn of tin; 
best possible quality. 
In certain sec- 


tions of the corn couutry there was 
considerable smut 
last 
season, and 


there is more or less of It on the corn 
now being fed and on ears that are be- 
ing saved for seed. This smut corn 
ought not to be fed to stock, for the 
spore.s are not 
destroyed, 
but are 


sown over the fields iu the manure. 
If a portion of the seed corn ears are 
affected with smut they 
should 
be 


treated by soaking for a half hour in 
a solution of sulphate iif copper In the 
proportion of half a pound 
of 
the 


chemical to a gallon of water. 
Treat 


the corn iu this way just before It is to 
be used and let It dry thoroughly be- 
fore sowing. Avoid this smut corn for 
seed, however, If it Is possible ID do so. 
Select for seed the ears which are best 
developed or buy enough of some good 
strain to start anew and next summer 
select the seed corn while It Is on tlie 
slalk, paying due attention to all of the 
good features of both ears and stalk. 
Keep up this careful select ion for two 
or three years, and give this selected 
seed good soil and good culture and 
one will then have corn that Is well 
worth planting and which will bring a 
good profit.

quart of water for live minutes.

three successive days let the sirup be 
boiled up and skimmed, and when 
nearly cold pour back upon tlie or- 
anges; after the last time the oranges 
may be put away In Jars, and used for 
dessert when required.

irojoct over the outside an angle of 
'orty-flvc degrees. I fastened a slnglc- 
:ree to the front part and made a seat 
on slide. After hitching a good horse 
o Ihc slide with a boy to drive, I sat 
by the boy nnd cntight the stalks of 
corn as they were sawed oil! above the 
ground, and piled them as we proceed- 
ed up the rows. AVe cut five acres a day 
and piled it nicely ready to be shocked.

ty. This Hmperor had a beautiful wife, 
who delighted lo please him by dimcing. 
To make her feet look more beautiful, 
she used to bind them with strips of satin 
until they resembled a crescent moon or 
a bent bow. Thus the fashion began. 
During more than a thousand years it 
became general, aud what was intended 
lirst for beauty became a deformity. 


The 
methods of binding in vogue in 


China and the period of commencing the 
practice vary, but the bandages are ap- 
plied at from i"> to 8 years ot age. The 
general process consists of two stages. A 
piece of strong cotton cloth, about two 
yards long and three inches wide, is first 
bound around the foot, leaving the great 
toe free, aud doubling the others under 
the sole so thnt Ihe toes of the right foot 
peep out under the left or inner side of 
the foot, and the same method is reversed 
for the left. 
This reduces the width. 


Each succeeding dny 
the 
bandage is 


tightened botli morning mid night. 
For 


many months after the binding is com- 
menced the little girl is compelled to run 
up aud down on her aching feet to pre- 
vent mortification 'of the flesh and ten- 
dons setting in. 


This process of binding continues for 


one year. Thf nest stage is the shorten- 
ing of the length. 
The bangages are 


then so in-ranged as to draw the fleshy 
part of Ihe foot and the heel close to- 
gether.

"Chit," n Praiseworthy Institution, 


Enforces Honesty in Servants. 


What is a "chit?" This is a word that 


hits crept into the English language 
of recent years, and, although 
fairly 


common in England, its use in- this 
country dates from the Philippine cam- 
paign, the war with Ohimi, and the 
still more recent immigration of Japan- 
ese into the United States. Its use is 
common in Chinese and Japanese ho- 
tels and restaurants, while the origin 
aud meaning of the word are as follows: 


The dishonesty ot native servants is 


proverbial among the English and 
American residents in India, the I'hil- 
Ippiues, China and Japan. Conseo,ucul- 
ly, if one is living in any one oC these 
countries, and a friend were to send a 
basket of fruit by his native servant, 
or a shopkeeper sent one of his em- 
ployes (o deliver some articles that yon 
had purchased, the servant or employe 
after 
delivering whatever he 
had 


brought would hand the recipient a 
small slip of paper upon which appears 
in (he handwriting of the sender the 
number and description of the articles 
sent with a polite reijni'st that, in ease 
you found the articles as stated, yon 
sign the slip of paper and deliver it 
back to the servant. This form uf re- 
ceipl is a "chit." 


The sender also asks in (he "chit" 


that In ease the articles are not deliver- 
ed as described yon will slate the same, 
and hand the "chit'1 back to the ser- 
vant to deliver to his master or mis- 
tress1. The "chit'' is to enforce honesty 
on the part of the servant, and to pre- 
vent him from stealing nil or a pare of 
the articles intrusted to his care.

(the sender should neglect !o send a 
^."ebit" along with fhe articles that he 


has sent (he chances are about one to 
n million against you ever receiving 


eases, the term "chit" has been broad- 
ened in its application so that to-day it 
has other meanings. In addition to the 
'oregoing a "chit" is also a sort of prom- 
issory note to meet small obligations. 
A man takes a drinlfnt the bar, and not 
having the money to pay for it he gave 
the bartender a "chit." A man. borrows 
a dollar from a friend and gives him a 
"chit." 
Tims a "chit" is in the nature 


of a bond that enforces honesty wher- 
ever it is in use. It is really a praise- 
worthy institution, as every person who 
has lived in the Orient will admit.

Materials Kcquired for the Construc- 


tion of the New I'acitic I^ine. 


For the manufacture of flic proposed 


Pacific cable—the largest In the world 
—an enormous amount of material will 
be required. 
I L is estimated that there 


will be needed 1,'JS'J tons of copper wire, 
1,200 tons of gutta pcrcha, 2,300 tons of 
jute yarn, <!,;«)() Ions of compound and 
tar and IL',000 tons of sfeel wire. The 
laying of the cable will take four spe- 
cially constructed ships and a staff of 
1.000 electricians, cable engineers, etc. 
The rale of laying a cable, in the ab- 
sence of unforeseen difficulties, is about 
seven nautical miles an hour, and in a

PASSES CHINESE BILL. 


House Accepts Amendments in- 


creasing the Severity of 


the Messure. 
. D. C.. April S.—The Chi- 


nese 
exclusion 
bill, 
bearing 
several 


amendments increasing its drastic na- 
ture, was passed by the House. As the 
measure now stands it excludes not only 
Chinese by birth and descent, but shuts 
onr all Chinese of mixed blood. 
The 


chief struggle WES over an amendment 
to prohibit the employment of Chinese 
sailors on American ships. An amend- 
ment covering this proposition was at 
first ruled ont on a point of order, but 
subsequently was modified to evade the 
raling and was adopted. 100 to 74. The 
original amendment on this point made it 
punishable by a fine not exceeding S2000 
for the master of a vessel holding an 
American resister to employ any Chinese 
person not entitled _to admission to the 
United States. 
This was amended by 


making it unlawful for an American 
stop, for a voyage terminating at an 
American port to employ Chinese sail- 
ors- Mr. Hitt 
vigorously 
opposed 
the 


amendment. 
He declared that such & 


provision would drive the American ships 
on "the Pacific under the British flag. 
Two amendments were adopted with- 


out -division, one "by Mr. Clark (Mo.'i. to 
ataena the definition of "teacher" under 
the privileged classes so as to require 
that for two years before admission the 
teacher should have been engaged in 
"teaching the higher branches." and an- 
other by Mr. Coombs (Cal.», to provide 
that Chinese students shall leave the 
country immediately upon the completion 
of their course of study. 
As uassed the hill practically re-enacts 
all the existing exclusion laws and incor- 
porates with them the existing treaty 
regulations. It extends these exclusion 
laws to the Philippines and the other 
possessions of the United States, aud 
forbids Chinese laborers in our colonial 
possessions coming into this country.

CONSPIBACY AGAINST TREPOFF 


Washington. D. C., April S.—Gen. 


XiacArthur today continued his testimony 
concerning conditions in the Philippine 
archipelago before the Senate committee 
on the Philippines. His discussion at the 
beginning of the session was devoted to a. 
review of the conditions which, led up to 
the preseiu state of mind of the Filipino 
people. He said that long before the ad- 
vent of the Americans the germs of de- 
mocracy had been planted and that these 
had originated ia the agitatioas in Spain 
of a ceiitury ago, which had been re9ect- 
e<i in the Spanish colonies. 


He also'described the conditions in the 


archipelago at the time of the American 
occupation, saying that at that time the 
Filipinos were in a vindictive and resent- 
ful mood towarti Spain with a general 
yearning for liberty. Taking these .psy- 
chological conditions ieto .account and 
also giving due heed to the character or 
the people, he bad felt whea he assumed 
command of the islands that there was to 
be found the most fertile soil for the 
planting of the best type of republican 
iiij-titutions. 


(.Jea. MacArthar then took «p and dis- 
cussed economic conditions iu the archi- 
pelago, saying that they are the finest 
group of islands in the world, occupying 
a strategic position absolutely uuesceHed. 


Continuing he said tbat the archipelago 
must necessarily exert an active and po- 
tential influence upon the affairs of the 
entire East ia both a political aud a mili- 
tary war. Hence he concluded that our 
presence" in the Philippines will always 
insure all the orotection we need in the 
East; and no one can now say "how great 
those needs may be. He believed, he 
added, that when the Philippine people 
come to realize the purpose of the Amer- 
ican people among tneni and that they 
were a chosen people for the dissemiuaa- 
tion of American ideas, they will rally to 
this inspiring thought and cheerfully fol- 
loiv and support the American flag. 


Our presence in the islands was to his 


mhivi a process of spontaneous evolution, 
and he added that he believed the per- 
manent occupation was a necessary con- 
sequence-, the logical sequence of our na- 
tional prosperity to doubt which was to 
doubt the wisdom of our institutions. We 
should, he went on. regard ourselves —s a 
people as the_custodians of an imperish- 
able idea held in trust for mankind and 
we- would proclaim this message to the 
world. 


He also expressed the opinion that the 


Filipinos could be rapiaiy organized into 
political bodies, and said that they were 
eager to secure educational facilities. He 
said because of his opinion that the 
Philippines afford special opportunities 
for the dissemination of American ideas, 
he decided when he assumed command at 
Manila to conduct military operations 
with a drastic hand while he at the same 
time tried to give them the most en- 
lightened civil governmetn wherever op- 
portunity offered. 
Concerning the conduct'of the war in 


the Philippines, he said that while it 
was war. ~he doubted whether if any war 
of modern times had been conducted with 
as much humanity and self-restraint as 
this war had been. 


Troops Not Cruel. 


The general stated, concerning the_ re- 
ports of cruelties practiced by American 
soldiers, that while there doubtless had 
been instances of excesses, the general 
conduct on the part of our troops had 
been of an opposite character as the gen- 
eral orders had been. Moreover, all vio- 
lations of the rules of war had been in- 
stantly punished. 
Senator Carmack asked about the ex- 


ploitation of the material resources of 
the islands: and Gen. MacArthur replied 
thai one of the great apprehensions of 
the people was that they might be de- 
prived of these resources, and thus rele- 
gated to a position of social inferiority 
in the islands.

Look Over tbe Seed Corn. 


When it is considered that corn Is one 


of the easiest crops to grow on soil 
that is fairly good and that U will re- 
spond liberally to good cultivation and 
10 enrichment of the soil, one ought to 
be willing to go to some trouble and 
expense to have the seed corn of tne 
best possible quality. In certain sec- 
tions of the corn country there vva< 
considerable smut 
last season, and 


there is more or less of it on the corn 
now being fed and on ears that are be- 
ing saved for seed. This smut corn 
ought not to be fed to stock, for the 
spores are not 
destroyed, but are 


sown over the fields in the manure. 
If a portion of the seed corn ears are 
affected with smut they 
should 
be 


treated by soaking for a half hour in 
a solution of sulphate of copper in the 
proportion of half a pound 
of 
the 


chemical to a gallon of water. Treat 
the com in this way just before it Is to 
be used and let it dry thoroughly be- 
fore sowing. Avoid this snrnt corn for 
seed, however, if it is possible to do so. 
Select for seed the ears which are best 
developed or bU3' enough of sonic good 
strain to start anew and next summer 
select the seed corn while it is on the 
stalk, paying due attention to all of tiie 
good features of both ears and stalk. 
Keep up this careful selection fer two 
or three years, and give this selected 
seed good soil and good culture anil 
one will then have corn that is well 
worth planting and which will bring a 
good pront.

Hines and Morgan got into Overton 


County. Tennessee, closely pursued by 
the Federal soldiers. Hines had gone 
up to a house to inquire the road over 
a mountain. Morgan and a companion 
remaining ia the valley below. As 
nines returned he ran -squarely into 
a company of Federal soldiers, who 
were hunting him and Morgan. 


Wlib his usual acuteness. he spurred

He re- 
plied: ''Go back to that outhouse, one 
of your friends is In there now;" welch 
I found to be true, as he opened the 
door and jerked me in and hugged me 
like a brother. We remained unmolest- 
ed four days and nights, and1 finally es- 
caped and made our way back to the 
army without further trouble.

This process of binding continues for 


one year. The next stage is The shorten- 
ing of the length.
